To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Swinton  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
health  of  the  district  which  as  in  previous  years  contains 
information  covering  the  activities  of  the  Public  Department, 
including  a  description;  of  the  services  operated  by  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  his  other  appointments  as  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  and  School  Medical  Officer. 

There  were  two  main  developments  of  major  importance 
in  the  health  services.  The  first  was  the  appointment  of 
wardens  for  the  groups  of  bungalows  occupied,  by  aged  persons 
in  Chapel  Hill,  Swinton,  and  Kilnhurst.  The  warden  to  be  a 
friend  and  advisor  to  the  bungalow  occupants  in  case  of  need — 
this  is  an  excellent  example  of  the  co-operation  possible  between 
the  Urban  District  and  the  County  Council.  The  scheme  has 
been  an  unqualified  success  and  is  to  be  extended  to  include 
other  groups  of  bungalows. 

The  second  major  development  was  the  opening  of  the 
Training  Centre  for  mentally  handicapped  adults  and  children 
at  Wath-upon-Dearne.  This  Centre  has  been  so  successful  that 
it  will  be  necessary  to  extend  the  existing  75  places  to  100. 
Trainees  from  the  Swinton  area  attend  this  Centre.

Swinton  is  fortunate  in  the  diversity  of  its  industry.  The 
majority  of  the  male  population  find  employment  in  the  mining 
industry  and  in  the  riailway  workshops,  chemical  works,  steel 
works,  foundries  and  glassworks.  Women  are  employed  in 
the  glassworks,  bottling  plants,  the  soft  drink  industry,  and  in 
the  manufacture  of  electrical  appliances  such  as  cookers,  wash¬ 
ing  machines,  refrigerators  and  domestic  irons  and  in  the 
wholesale  food  trade.  The  area  is  well  served  by  road,  rail 
and  canal  services  and  there  is  room  for  industrial  expansion. 
There  was  full  employment  for  men  and  the  employment  position 
for  women  was  better  than  in  some  adjoining  districts  where 
there  is  less  diversity  of  industry.

All  the  infants  died  in  hospital  where  expert  care  is 
provided.  Post  mortems  were  held  in  six  cases,  thus  the  cause 
of  death  can  be  established  with  greater  accuracy.  In  six 
instances  the  cause  of  death  was  due  to  prematurity  or  develop¬ 
mental  abnormalities.  In  three  instances  broncho  pneumonia 
was  the  main  or  secondary  cause  of  death.  Infants  are  very 
easily  infected  by  others  and  a  common  cold  in  an  adult  can 
have  serious  effects  if  transferred  to  a  tiny  infant.  The  causes 
of  congenital  abnormality  and  some  cases  of  prematurity  are 
not  clearly  understood  and  having  regard  to  this,  prevention 
is  difficult. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 


Hospital  Services 

There  is  difficulty  and  delay  in  obtaining  hospital  accom¬ 
modation  for  aged  people  who  though  not  acutely  ill  require 
hospital  care  and  this  difficulty  is  particularly  severe  in  the  case 
of  female  patients  as  there  are  not  sufficient  hospital  beds  in  the 
area  for  their  needs. 
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The  Cranbrook  report  on  the  maternity  services  recom¬ 
mends  that  75%  of  confinements  in  this  country  should  take 
place  in  hospital.  In  Swinton  65:%  of  the  confinements  take 
place  at  home,  so,  that  judged  by  the  Cranbrook  standards, 
hospital  accommodation  for  maternity  oases  in  the  area  is  half 
of  what  it  should  be.  More  hospital  beds  are  urgently  required 
for  midwifery  patients. 

County  Ambulance  Service 

The  local  service  is  based  on  a  depot  at  Dunford  House. 
The  Depot  Superintendant  is  Mr.  F.  Hyde  (Telephone  Wath- 
upon-Dearne  2234).  There  are  6  wireless  equipped  ambulances 
manned  by  staff  of  25  all  trained  in  first  aid.

Scarlet  Fever  was  prelevant,  the  majority  of  cases  being 
mild  in  mature.  This  is  an  infectious  disease  and  care  must 
still  be  exercised  when  the  contacts  are  food  or  milk  handlers. 
Nephritis  can  be  a  troublesome  complication  but  the  great 
majority  of  oases  bear  little  resemblance  to  the  severe  scarlet 
fever  of  the  past.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  was  higher 
than  usual  throughout  the  country.

There  were  only  2  fresh  notifications.  Close  contact 
is  miaintaimed  with  the  local  Consultant  Physician  by  employing 
a  Health  Visitor,  one  session  per  week,  at  the  Chest  Clinic 
at  Mexborough.  Another  Health  Visitor  acts  in  a  similar 
capacity  at  Wath  Wood  Hospital.  At  the  latter  hospital  65 
patients,  normally  resident  in  the  County,  were  interviewed  and 
in  six  instances  personal  problems  were  discussed  and  resolved 
to  the  patients  satisfaction  before  discharge  from  hospital.  A 
home  circumstances  report  is  forwarded,  if  required,  for  each 
new  patient  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  the  area  where 
the  patient  is  normally  resident.  Contact  tracing,  home  visiting, 
mass  x-ray,  skin  testing  of  school  entrants  and  B.C.G. 
vaccination  for  school  leavers,  are  all  measures  used  in  the 
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Infant  Mortality  Rates,  1948  to  1959

district  to  control  this  chronic  infectious  disease.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  only  18  cases  receiving  extra  nourishment 
in  the  whole  division,  whereas  in  1956  the  number  was  50^ — this 
is  an  indication  of  the  decline  of  the  active  stage  of  the  disease. 
There  are  now  empty  beds  in  Wath  Wood,  only  seven  or  eight 
years  ago  we  had  patients  waiting  for  hospital  beds. 

National  Assistance  Act*  Section  47. 

This  section  of  the  act  is  concerned  with  the  compulsory 
removal  of  persons,  on  a  Magistrate’s  or  Court  Order,  from 
their  homes  to  suitable  premises  such  as  a  hospital  or  County 
Home,  provided  that  all  conditions  of  the  act  are  satisfied.  No 
action  was  taken  under  this  section  in  1959. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  and  Housing. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Extensions  to  existing  sewers  were  under  construction  at 
the  new  housing  estate  Highthorne  KILNHURST,  and  Bow- 
broom  SWINTON.  99-6%  of  the  total  number  of  houses  in 
the  district  are  connected  to  sewers. 

Water  Supply. 

The  public  supply  is  obtained  from  Sheffield  and  is  a 
soft  upland  surface  supply,  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  of 
highest  bacterial  standard  of  purity.  Twelve  samples  were 
submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  and  for 
plasma  solvency.  All  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Housing. 

There  are  a  total  of  4,234  houses  in  the  district.  In  the 
course  of  the  year  45  new  dwellings  were  completed  for  the 
local  authority  and  47  by  private  enterprise.  Fourteen  houses 
were  demolished  in  clearance  areas  and  40  people  were  re¬ 
housed  from  those  houses.  Eight  houses  were  demolished  by 
informal  or  formal  procedure  under  Section  1 7  ( 1 )  of  the  Housing 
Act  1957  and  28  people  were  re-housed  from  those  houses.

Twenty  six  infants  died  under  one  year  of  age  and  810 
live  births  were  registered.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the 
Division  was  32-1  compared  with  the  figure  for  the  County  of 
24  and  that  for  England  &  Wales  of  22.  The  high  rate  v/as 
the  result  of  an  excess  of  infant  deaths  in  the  Rawmarsh  and 
Swinton  districts.  All  infant  deaths  are  investigated  and 
prematurity  was  a,  factor  of  importance  as  a  cause  of  the  excess 
deaths.  Developmental  abnormalities  and  infection  played  a 
lesser  part.  Some  mothers  unfortunately  seek  medical  advice 
for  the  first  time  at  a  very  late  stage  in  pregnancy,  when  blood 
examination  reveals  gross  anaemia  which  by  this  time  can  only 
be  treated  with  difficulty.  This  anaemia  of  a  severe  nature  can 
endanger  the  life  oi  the  mother  and  prejudice  the  survival  rate 
of  the  infant.  Efficient  ante  natal  care  commenced  early  in 
pregnancy  and  continued  throughout,  is  an  important  factor 
in  lowering  infant  mortality.

There  is  an  establishment  of  ten  Health  Visitors 
employed  in  the  health  division.  All  are  fully  qualified  i.e., 
S.R.N.,  S.C.M.  &  Health  Visitor  Certificate  and  one  holds  the 
Diploma  in  Nursing  as  an  additional  qualification.  They  are 
employed  on  a  full  range  of  duties  which  include  the  School 
Health  Service,  Tuberculosis  Health  Visiting,  Supervision  of 
the  Home  Help  Service  and  duties  as  liason  health  visiting  at 
Wath  Wood  Chest  Hospital  and  at  the  Chest  Clinic  at 
Mexborough.  For  the  last  ten  years  they  have  also  been  asked 
by  me  to  maintain  a  watchful  eye  on  the  more  frail  older 
members  of  the  community.  They  attend  at  all  school  clinics, 
ante  natal  clinics  and  immunisation  sessions  in  schools  and  at 
the  infant  welfare  centres,  and  it  is  due  to  their  persistence 
and  patience  that  more  than  80%  of  our  children  up  to  school 
leaving  age  were  immunised  for  Poliomyelitis  by  the  end  of 
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1959.  During  the  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  Rawmarsh  in  the 
Spring  of  the  year  they  were  instrumental  in  bringing  for 
immunisation  to  the  clinic,  many  families  of  young  children 
whose  parents  had  previously  resisted  all  advice  to  have  their 
children  immunised.  In  this  connection  special  visits  were  made 
to  the  Red  Ash  Hill  camp.  The  children  there  were  immunised 
in  their  own  homes  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
arrangements  having  been  made  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  work  it  is  no  longer  possible  for  the 
Health  Visitors  to  visit  all  homes  ;  selective  visiting  is  carried  out 
and  in  the  case  of  sub-standard  families  solid  progress  has 
been  made  in  all  but  the  most  difficult  and  resistant  cases. 
Where  success  has  not  been  forthcoming  with  some  ol  these 
families,  this  is  not  due  to  lack  of  advice  and  help  from  the 
Health  Visitors^ — the  causes  are  much  more  complex  and  deep 
rooted. 


The  Health  Visitors  are  seriously  overworked.  There 
are  nine  and  a  half  thousand  children  attending  schools  in  the 
division.  During  school  term  the  Health  Visitors  are  practically 
fully  employed  in  the  School  Health  Service  and  in  the  clinics. 
Other  duties  have  to  be  fitted  in  as  time  permits  ;  more  staff  is 
essential  if  all  the  duties  are  to  be  adequately  covered.

Our  infant  welfare  centres  have  continued  their 
traditional  role  of  advising  mothers  in  the  care  of  young  children. 
A  high  proportion  of  the  mothers  are  very  young  and  are  anxious 
to  have  reassurance  about  the  progress  and  care  of  their  children. 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Polio¬ 
myelitis  and  Smallpox  and  Tetanus  is  offered  at  all  infant 
welfare  centres. 

Health  Education  is  promoted  by  means  of  poster 
displays,  talks  and  the  use  of  the  film  strip  projector  and 
occasional  sound  films.  Wei  fare  foods  are  on  sale  at  the  centres  ; 
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office  staff  from  Dunford  House  are  employed  part-time  in  this 
duty.  This  is  a  sound  system  producing  a  regular  turnover 
of  stocks  and  elimination  of  waste  due  to  time  expired  stock 
and  other  deficiencies.  The  stocks  are  subject  to  audit  at  any 
time  and  have  always  been  correct.  We  are  assisted  at  all 
centres  by  voluntary  workers  and  we  value  their  services  very 
highly. 


Work  commenced  on  the  construction  of  a  second  clinic 
in  Rawmarsh  to  take  the  place  of  the  Parkgate  clinic  closed 
officially  in  June  1958.  This  clinic  will  be  situated  on  a  site 
at  Monkwood  and  when  this  estate  is  fully  developed  the  clinic 
will  occupy  a  central  position.  I  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  Council  and  the  Surveyor,  Mr.  Creighton,  for  their 
willing  assistance  in  making  this  possible.

Of  the  925  cases  attended,  768,  requiring  19,052  visits, 
were  aged  65  or  over,  33  cases  were  under  the  age  of  5  years 
at  the  time  of  the  first  visit  and  242  visits  were  made.  A  total 
of  1 12  patients  each  received  more  than  24  visits  from  the  Home 
Nurses  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

The  staff  consists  of  10'  full  time  Home  Nurses  and  one 
employed  on  a  part-time  basis.  They  care  for  the  sick  people 
in  their  own  homes  and  any  equipment  that  is  considered 
necessary  for  this  purpose  can  be  obtained  free  from  the  stores 
at  Dunford  House  or  from  the  County  Supplies  at  Wakefield. 
No  difficulty  was  experienced  in  this  respect. 
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The  demands  on  the  service  are  being  met  in  full  and  for 
the  past  six  years  the  number  of  visits  made  has  been  in  the 
region  of  30,000  to  32,000.  There  has  been  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  visits  made  for  penicillin  injections,  as  more  slow 
acting  penicillin  compounds  are  now  being  used  requiring  less 
frequent  injections. 

In  the  course  of  their  work  the  Home  Nurses  have  dealt 
with  every  emergency  call  on  their  services  and  have  been 
assisted  in  providing  comforts  for  their  patients  by  grants  from 
the  Swinton  and  Kilnhurst  Nursing  Association,  The  Rawmarsh 
Aid  in  Sickness  Fund,  and  from  the  National  Society  for  Cancer 
Relief. 


All  the  nurses  employed  are  fully  mobile,  either  using 
cars  or  cycles.  Each  has  a  telephone  installed  in  her  home. 
It  is  the  policy  of  the  County  Council  to  care  for  the  aged  people 
within  the  community  and  the  Home  Nursing  Service  helps 
to  make  this  a  possibility  for  the  aged  sick.  In  a  personal 
service  of  this  nature  the  family  Doctor,  the  Home  Nurse,  the 
patient  and  the  patients  relatives  work  in  close  co-operation.

Domestic  help  may  be  provided  where  there  is  a  need  in 
a  household  where  some  person  is  ill,  mentally  defective,  or 
aged,  or  where  a  mother  is  being  confined  or  is  an  expectant 
mother  and  in  cases  where  the  mother  may  have  been  admitted 
to  hospital  and  there  are  children  below  compulsory  school 
leaving  age. 
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The  service  is  not  a  free  one  and  each  applicant  is 
assessed  but  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  oif  aged  and  chronic 
sick  no  charge  is  made. 

A  24  hour  service  can  be  provided  covering  night  duty, 
provided  this  is  authorised  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and 
the  County  Medical  Officer  is  notified. 

The  Home  Help  must  be  prepared  to  go'  into  any  home 
to  take  over  and  carry  on  the  duties  of  the  housewife  in  times 
of  sickness  and  emergency.  She  must  be  prepared  to  take  over 
the  whole  work  of  the  household  and  to  turn  her  hand  to 
anything  which  normally  falls  to  the  lot  of  a  housewife,  cooking, 
cleaning  and  care  of  the  children.  She  should  endeavour  to  use 
the  assistance  from  relatives,  neighbours,  or  voluntary 
organisations  for  shopping  and  other  details  which  can  be 
conveniently  delegated  and  so  conserve  her  own  time.  She  may 
be  required  to  devote  the  v/hole  of  her  time  between  two  house¬ 
holds.  She  may  have  to  undertake  the  marketing  for  several 
old  people,  to  see  the  children  dressed  and  off  to  school,  or 
give  the  house  a  thorough  cleaning  or  to  do  the  family  washing. 

A  Home  Help  must  not  undertake  any  midwifery  or 
nursing  duties.

Eight  Mid  wives  are  employed  in  the  division.  58%  of 
the  confinements  take  place  at  home.  The  Cranbrooke  report 
recommends  that  75%  of  confinements  should  be  institutional  : 
if  this  recommendation  is  adopted  the  number  of  midwifery  beds 
will  have  to  be  almost  doubled. 

The  Midwives  attended  482  confinements  and  in  38  cases 
a  Doctor  was  present  at  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  the  child. 
Fifty  two  mothers  were  discharged  from  hospital  before  the 
tenth  day  and  were  visited  by  Midwives.  Ninety  six  mothers 
were  discharged  between  the  10th — 14th  day.  Ante  natal 
clinics  are  held  in  each  district  weekly.  A  number  of  family 
Doctors  also  conduct  their  own  ante  natal  clinics.  There  is 
ample  opportunity  for  the  young  mothers  to  receive  sound  health 
educatioin  at  the  relaxation  clinics  which  are  a  most  valuable 
feature  of  the  services  offered.  This  instruction  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  mothers  who  attend  and  is  supplemented  by 
film  strip  and  sound  films. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  in  the  Rawmarsh  area — 
there  had  only  been  one  previous  maternal  death  in  Rawmarsh 
in  the  past  10  years.  A  confidential  report  is  completed  and 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  all  such  cases.

A  premature  baby  for  -statistical  purposes  is  one  weighing 
5i  lbs.  or  under  at  birth.  54  such  babies  were  born  alive  and 
42  survived  the  first  28  days  of  life — a  critical  period  for  such 
infants.  Thus,  out  of  a  total  number  of  26  infant  deaths,  12 
were  due  to  prematurity  or  accompanied  by  this  condition  and 
18  died  within  the  first  28  days  i.e.,  neo-natal  deaths. 

The  best  method  of  reducing  the  infant  mortality  in  the 
division  is  obviously  to  attempt  a  reduction  in  premature  births  ; 
some  of  the  causes  of  prematurity  are  known  but  not  aM  are 
preventable  with  present  knowledge. 

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  scheme  a  married  mother  of  an 
illegitimate  child  is  included.  Unmarried  mothers  require 
advice  and  help,  as  they  may  be  young  land  they  tend  to  avoid 
ante-natal  care  until  advised.  The  County  Council  can  make 
arrangements  for  their  confinement  outside  their  own  districts 
and  in  approved  cases  they  may  accept  responsibility  for  the  care 
of  the  mother  and  child  for  a  total  period  of  eight  weeks, 
excluding  the  'lying-in  period.  A  Church  of  England  Social 
Worker  assists  in  obtaining  accommodation  for  these  cases, 
irrespective  of  their  religion.

1959  saw  the  completion  of  the  new  purpose  built  Train¬ 
ing  Centre  for  mentally  handicapped  persons  at  Wath-upon- 
Dearne.  The  Centre  is  a  one-storey  building  ol  modern  design 
and  equipped  with  every  facility  for  the  training  of  the  mentally 
handicapped. 

Children  from  the  areas  covered  by  Division  26,  i.e., 
Swinton,  Rawmarsh,  Wath-upon-Dearne  and  Division  30 — 
Conisbrough,  Dearne  and  Mexborough  are  conveyed  to  the 
Centre  on  schooldays  in  hired  coaches. 

School  meals  are  provided  at  a  cost  of  l/-d.  per  day, 
or  without  charge  in  needy  cases.  The  senior  girls  attending 
the  Centre  are  instructed  in  cookery,  laundry,  sewing,  mending, 
darning  and  other  domestic  duties,  whilst  the  senior  boys  receive 
tuition  in  woodwork,  weaving,  stool  seating,  gardening  and 
physical  training. 

Following  the  opening  of  the  Centre  on  the  3rd  June, 
1959,  an  outing  for  all  the  children  was  arranged  in  July  and  they 
were  conveyed  by  coach  to  Clumber  Park  in  Nottinghamshire. 
During  October  a  Parent  Teacher’s  Association  was  formed 
and  35  parents  attended  the  first  meeting. 

An  Open  Day  was  held  on  the  12th  November  and  many 
parents  and  other  visitors  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
to  see  the  Centre  and  an  exhibition  of  work  done  by  the 
children. 

Mrs.  P.  M.  Winstanley  is  the  Centre  Supervisor  and  78 
children  and  adults  attend  daily. 

The  Mental  Health  iSocial  Worker — Mrs.  F.  H.  Redman, 
attends  the  Psychiatric  Out-Patient's  Clinic,  held  at  the  Beckett 
Hospital,  Barnsley,  and  this  liason  with  these  Hospital  Clinics 
and  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  has  made  it  possible  for  a 
greater  number  of  domiciliary  visits  to  be  made  to  patients  in 
their  own  homes. 
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The  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  maintains  close  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  nnd  this  has 
proved  an  excellent  arrangement.  With  the  improvement  of 
employment  in  the  district  it  has  been  possible  to  place  more 
handicapped  children  and  durirm  1959,  two  trainees  at  the 
Wath-upon-Dearne  Training  Genre  were  found  suitable 
employment.

No  difficulties  have  developed  but  could  have  done  had 
the  Wardens  not  been  firm  as  to  the  extent  of  their  duties. 
Attempts  to  use  the  service  in  the  first  instance  as  a  general 
errand  running  and  sitting  in  service,  were  resisted. 

Were  no  special  journey  is  involved  the  wardens  may 
collect  medicines  or  pensions  but  these  services  are  discouraged 
unless  the  occupant  has  no  local  friends  or  relatives. 

The  Warden  is  the  aged  peoples  friend  and  is  supplied 
with  names  and  addresses  of  relatives,  family  Doctors,  Home 
Help  Service  at  Dunford  House,  Welfare  Officer,  Health  Visitor 
etc.,  so  that  expert  assistance  can  be  obtained  readily  for  those 
in  her  care.  The  local  council  supply  housing  accommodation 
and  a  telephone  is  installed.  The  County  Council  pay  the 
salary  of  the  Warden.  The  occupants  of  the  bungalows  are 
old  age  pensioners  selected  by  the  Council.  The  scheme  is 
supervised  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  is  an 
unqualified  success. 
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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


There  are  more  than  9,000  pupils  attending  school  in 
the  health  division  area.  Medical  examination  is  arranged  on 
school  entry,  on:  transfer  to  Junior  Mixed  School  and  on  entry 
and  leaving  the  Secondary  School.  These  examinations  are 
the  minimum — if  a  scholar  is  not  making  progress  according  to 
his  known  ability  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Head  of  the 
School  and  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  ascertain  the  reason. 
This  may  be  simple — poor  vision,  deafness,  or  much  more 
difficult  or  complex,  general  emotional  disturbance  due  to  factors 
quite  possibly  outside  the  school  itself.  Such  cases  require  care¬ 
ful  investigation.  The  Family  Doctor  is  consulted  and  the 
services  of  the  Consultant  Paediatrician  are  readily  available 
with  the  full  backing  of  the  Sheffield  Children's  Hospital  and 
other  specialist  departments  if  such  assistance  is  required. 

The  Child  Health  Specialist,  Dr.  C.  C.  Harvey,  is  also 
Advisor  tO'  the  County  Council  and  conducts  clinics  at  Barber’s 
Avenue,  Rawmarsh  and  at  all  the  hospitals  in  the  area.  Written 
reports  are  referred  to  both  the  Family  Doctor  and  the  School 
Medical  Officer,  and  naturally  no  pupil  is  referred  for  Consultant 
opinion  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Family 
Doctor. 


An  interesting  advance  now  firmly  established  is  a 
Progress  Clinic  held  by  the  Consultant  at  Barber’s  Avenue, 
Rawmarsh.  To  this  clinic  pre  school  children  may  be  referred 
for  observation  on  progress  and  development  ;  this  is  a  vitally 
important  matter  as  in  some  instances  special  forms  of  education 
may  be  essential  for  some  of  the  children  and  this  may  be 
necessary  at  a  very  early  age,  2  years  in  the  case  of  blind  or 
totally  deaf  children. 

Dr.  M.  R.  Menzies  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainment 
of  pupils  in  need  of  special  educational  treatment,  which  is  a 
most  exacting  duty,  in  addition  to  the  routine  inspections  of 
school  children  and  the  regular  supervision  of  pupils  under 
observation  for  health  reasons  at  the  school  clinics  held  at 
regular  intervals  throughout  the  school  year  in  Rawmarsh,  Wath 
and  Svnnton.  We  have  had  valuable  assistance  from  Dr.  T. 
A.  Appleby  and  Drs.  P.  M.  and  P.  L.  Baker.

The  tracing  of  contacts  of  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
is  one  of  the  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  and  as  a  general  rule 
covers  only  the  home  contacts  unless  there  is  some  indication  for 
a  wider  survey.  For  some  years  now  it  has  been  the  custom 
to  perform  a  Tuberculin  Jelly  Test  on  all  school  entrants  with 
parental  consent.  TwO'  hundred  and  ninety  six  male  infants  and 
two  hundred  and  seventy  female  infants  were  so  examined — 4 
female  and  4  male  were  positive. 

The  positive  cases  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Physician 
for  investigation.  It  was  known  that  a  year  previously  a  sister 
of  one  of  the  positive  children  had  been  Tuberculin  negative, 
she  was  on  re-testing  discovered  tO'  be  now  positive  ;  both 
children  were  examined  by  the  Consultant  Physician  and 
although  both  strongly  positive  to  the  Mantoux  test  they  had 
no  clinical  or  radiological  evidence  of  disease.  One  of  the 
parents,  after  examination,  was  discovered  toi  have  undiagnosed 
tuberculosis  in  both  lungs,  a  chronic  cough  and  sputum.  The 
parent  was  admitted  for  treatment. 

Routine  Tuberculin  Jelly  testing  is  carried  out  at  all 
school  clinics  where  there  would  appear  to  be  any  clinical 
indication  for  this.

Madam  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1959.  It 
was  a  year  during  which  staffing  difficulties  on  refuse  collection 
imposed  extra  work  at  a  time  when  it  was  hoped  that  a  lull  in 
the  provision  of  new  houses  would  have  enabled  more  attention 
to  be  turned  to  routine  public  health  matters. 

During  the  year  a  Food  Hygiene  course  was  arranged  ; 
a  new  refuse  tip  was  opened  ;  warden  schemes  for  aged  persons 
were  commenced,  licenced  premises  were  receiving  attention, 
and  the  number  of  new  houses  provided  was  ninety-two. 

HOUSING 

Three  broad  aspects  of  housing  are  included  in  the  work 
of  the  department,  one  is  slum  clearance,  another  is  repair  and 
improvement  of  existing  houses  and  the  third  is  the  housing  of 
people  in  Council  houses.  All  three  are  closely  related  and 
are  linked  by  the  basic  need  of  providing  and  maintaining  a 
good  housing  standard  for  the  community. 

Slum  clearance  rehousing  accounted  for  twenty-two  of 
the  forty-five  new  dwellings  completed  during  the  year,  and  by 
September,  the  five  year  programme  of  1955  had  been  completed. 
131  houses  had  been  cleared  in  four  years. 

Attention  was  turned  to  other  dilapidated  houses  and  an 
area  declared  in  respect  of  fourteen  houses  at  Thomas  Street, 
Kilnhurst.  More  houses  were  under  consideration  in  connection 
with  further  vigorous  slum  clearance  work  and  the  general 
housing  standard  is  canstantly  under  review. 

Owners  of  the  larger  houses  may  have  been  encouraged 
by  the  Rent  Act  tO'  do  repairs  since  very  few  of  these  houses 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Most  repair  work  usually 
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of  an  essential  nature,  hias  been  confined  to  the  poorer  type 
of  house,  many  of  which  will  become  unfit  unless  more  extensive 
repairs  are  carried  out.  Repairs  to  basically  sound  houses 
should  be  more  detailed  with  a  view  of  the  future  improvement. 
Very  many  of  these  good  four  roomed  houses  could  provide 
high  housing  standards  for  many  years  if  advantage  were  taken 
of  improvement  grant  provision.  Even  a  four  roomed  house, 
basically  sound  can  become  a  very  adequate  house  for  a  couple 
and  one  child.  The  resultant  house  with  two'  living  rooms,  one 
double,  one  single  bedroom,  bathroom  and  internal  W.C., 
represents  an  excellent  standard  of  housing.  Those  houses 
unsuitable  for  improvement  should  be  considered  for  possible 
future  clearance. 

The  Housing  and  House  Purchase  Act,  1959,  was  a  big 
step  in  promoting  housing  improvement,  it  could  lead  to  an 
improved  standard  of  fitness.  Five  standard  amenities,  hot 
water  supply,  bath  or  shower  in  a  bathroom,  wash  hand  basin,  a 
ventilated  food  store  and  a  W.C.  contiguous  to  (i.e.  attached 
to  or  inside)  the  house,  are  grant  earning  and  procedure  has 
been  simplified. 

Future  development  in  the  area  is  extensive,  and  as  the 
proportion  of  new  dwellings  with  modern  amenities  increases 
so  will  the  standard  improve  and  the  older  house  become  un¬ 
acceptable  without  them.  Planned  development  in  the  area 
indicates  that  over  400  houses  will  be  completed  during  the  next 
four  years,  half  by  private  enterprise.  By  that  time  it  is 
estimated,  that  less  than,  25%  of  the  houses  in  the  area  will 
be  four  roomed  types  without  standard  amenities,  and  well  over 
half  the  houses  will  have  been  built  since  1930. 

Housing  statistics  for  the  year  are  shown  on  pages  36 

to  39. 

A  review  of  the  housing  lists  show  that  at  January  1960, 
there  were  289  tenant  applicants  and  206  sub-tenant  applicants, 
only  nine  were  overcrowded  by  your  standard  related  to 
number  of  bedrooms  and  no  case  of  legal  overcrowding  is 
recorded.  Forty-five  new  dwellings  were  completed  by  the 
Council,  a  figure  which  includes  sixteen  old  persons’  dwellings 
with  one  bedroom.  Excluding^  old  persons  allocations,  only 
seven  new  dwellings  were  allocated  to  “general  need”  applicants. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK, 

Complaints  of  public  health  matters  numbered  76.  160 

private  houses  were  repaired  or  made  fit,  as  a  result  of  formal 
or  informal  action.  The  repairs  were  generally  of  a  minor 
nature  but  were  essential  and  often  the  minor  repairs  involved 
more  work,  certainly  no  less,  to  secure  completion  than  the  major 
repair.  There  are  nO'  common  lodging  houses  in  the  area,  nor 
houses  let  in  lodgings.

Drainage  work 

Routine  testing  of  new  drains  provided  as  replacement 
of  defective  drains  continued  during  the  year.  Two  instances 
of  non  notification  of  completion  of  drainage  work  were  observed 
and  warnings  given  to  the  builders  concerned.  No  privies  nor 
pails  were  converted  to  water  closets  during  the  year. 

Offensive  trades 

No  offensive  trades  are  registered  in  Swinton. 

The  Maggot  Factory,  and  Knackers  Yard 

This  factory  is  not  classed  as  an  offensive  trade  and  was 
virtually  nuisance  free  during  the  year.  The  ultra-violet  lamp 
deodorising  system  was  quite  adequate  and  was  in  use  in  the 
associated  knackery,  the  only  one  in  the  district.  Products 
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from  the  Knackery  are  used  for  the  maggot  factory,  but  improve¬ 
ment  in  animal  health  has  reduced  considerably  the  amount  of 
knacker  meat  available. 

Piggeries 

Several  piggeries  ceased  as  a  result  of  tipping  operations 
on  Station  Road  allotments.  One  new  one  was  established 
but  no  nuisance  has  arisen  during  the  year. 


Factories 

Twenty-six  factories  are  listed  in  the  office  andiare  visited 
from  time  to  time.  The  general  standard  is  satisfactory  but  it 
is  difficult  to  maintain  adequate  cleanliness  where  there  is  a 
dirty  manufacturing  process.

All  are  power  factories  and  no  outworkers  are  registered. 
Statistical  details  are  included  on  page  41. 

Canal  Boats 

Six  boats  were  inspected  during  the  year,  all  of  which 
were  satisfactory.  No  families  were  living  in  them.  This 
aspect  of  public  health  seems  to  present  no  problem.  Twelve 
boats  are  registered  by  this  authority. 

Infectious  diseases 

Eighty-six  cases  were  dealt  with  which  necessitated  124 
visits.  There  were  one  or  two  isolated  cases  of  food  poisoning 
but  the  sources  were  not  traced. 

Moveable  dwellings 

No  caravan  problem  exists  in  this  area.  One  or  two 
vans  are  licensed  from  year  to  year  on  a  temporary  basis  and 
two  are  licensed  pending  completion  of  building  works,  when 
the  Vans  will  be  removed. 

Hairdressers 

Premises  in  this  area  are  satisfactory,  one  ceased  business. 
Six  visits  were  made. 

Pest  infestation 

Modern  insecticides  have  taken  the  difficulties  from  this 
work.  One  new  bug  infestation  was  discovered  and  treated 
during  the  year.  Few  routine  treatments  were  done  due  to 
shortage  of  staff  but  advice  was  given  in  cases  of  ant,  cockroach 
and  woodworm  infestations.  Excellent  results  in  cockroach 
infestation  have  been  achieved  by  the  use  of  insecticidal  lacquers, 
both  brush  applied  and  sprayed.

Rats  and  Mice 

This  work  suffered  due  to  the  absence  of  the  foreman 
followed  by  illness  of  his  deputy.  Sewer  treatment  had  to  be 
omitted  during  the  summer  but  a  10%  test  treatment  was  done 
during  the  winter.  I  dealt  with  persistent  infestations  when 
opportunity  permitted  but  in  many  cases  occupiers  had  to  be 
advised  on  treatment  of  the  minor  problems,  and  left  to  deal 
on  their  own.  Fortunately  there  are  few  serious  rat  infestation 
problems  in  Swinton.

Swinton  sewers  do  not  provide  a  breeding  ground  for 
rats.  Most  of  the  sewers  are  heavily  charged. 

Clean  Air 

The  major  pollutant  in  this* area  is  the  domestic  chimney, 
although  industry  does  cause  a  certain  amount  of  local  pollution. 
No  hand  fired  steam  raising  plant  is  in  the  area  and  the  biggest 
problem  chimney  seems  to  have  been  cured  by  the  use  of  smoke¬ 
less  fuel.  Lighting  by  means  of  gas  or  paraffin  burners  is  in 
the  experimental  stage  as  tO'  universal  application  but  reports  are 
encouraging.  It  is  hoped  that  smokeless  ignition  is  not  for 
away.  There  has  been  available  for  some  time  a  number  of 
lighters  for  specific  purposes  but  they  are  not  easily  adaptable 
tO'  other  use. 

A  problem  on  its  own,  the  lighting  of  locomotive  boilers, 
exists  at  the  Plant  works  in  this  area.  The  individual  engine 
may  not  emit  dark  smoke,  but  the  effect  of  a  multitude  of  these 
chimneys  is  such  that  at  times,  a  dense  smoke  pall  hangs  over 
a  considerable  area.  Experiments  to  secure  smokeless  ignition 
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of  these  boilers  have  proved  successful.  Paraffin  or  gas  burners 
have  been  used  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  practice  will  commence 
at  the  Plant  works  without  delay.  The  matter  was  taken  up 
with  this  region  of  British  Railways  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

No  progress  was  made  regarding  a  smoke  control  area 
to  eliminate  domestic  pollution.  Consultations  continued 
concerning  concessionary  coal.  Consumption  of  gas,  electric, 
coke  or  other  coal  based  manufactured  fuels  will  not  have  an 
adverse  effect  on  the  coal  industry. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  deals  with  visible  pollution,  but 
reference  can  be  made  here  to  the  recurrent  smell  in  the  Swinton 
Bridge  area.  This  was  finally  traced  to  evaporation  from  the 
trade  waste  beds  adjoinir^  the  General  Electric  Co.  works 
and  the  sewage  works.  Tracing  of  the  smell  was  rendered 
difficult  by  the  disappearance  of  its  more  volatile  gases,  which 
occurred  as  the  distance  from  the  beds  increased.  This  effluent 
from  Yorkshire  Tar  Distillers  has  an  unpleasant  odour  and 
under  certain  atmospheric  conditions,  usually  during  summer 
and  in  the  still  autumn  evenings,  it  can  be  noticed  in  this  area 
and  the  adjoining  authority.  Negotiations  were  preceeding  with 
the  company  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  full  year’s  pollution  records  are  shown  on  page  40. 


Food  Hygiene 

A  total  of  273  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  food 
hygiene.  There  are  93  premises  selling  food  in  the  area  and 
fourteen  hawkers  are  known.  One  unsatisfactory  hot  water 
supply  was  rectified  by  provision  of  a  new  geyser  and  no  major 
contraventions  were  noted.  The  general  standard  is  satis¬ 
factory  although  one  or  two  vendors  seem  unable  to  appreciate 
the  necessity  for  tidiness  and  are  apparently  unable  or  unwilling 
to  learn.  Manufacturers  by  supplying  wrapped  foods  make  an 
excellent  contribution  to  the  sale  of  clean  food. 

Fourteen  verbal  notices  were  given  regarding  minor 
contraventions,  all  of  which  were  complied  with.  Five  premises 
were  provided  with  adequate  water  supplies.  Only  one  is  not 
so  equipped  but  no  open  food  is  sold. 

A  food  hygiene  course  of  six  lectures  with  film  strips 
was  held  during  January  and  given  by  Dr.  Cuister  in  conjunction 
with  the  W.R.C.C.  Eleven  people  attended  from  shops  in  the 
area  This  figure  is  not  unsatisfactory  considering  the  few  shops 
employing  assistants.  Difficulty  was  experienced  in  attendance 
of  the  school  canteen  staff  so  an  afternoon  lecture  was  arranged 
in  co-operation  with  the  supervisor,  Miss  Johnsoin  at  Swinton 
Secondary  Modern  School.  Over  40  employees  attended. 
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There  are  no  licenced  slaughter  houses  in  the  area,  all 
meat  is  obtained  from  adjoining  authorities  and  is  inspected 
prior  to  delivery.  Three  “cottager's”  pigs  were  examined. 
No  fresh  meat  was  seized  but  surrender  notes  were  issued  in 
respect  of  the  undermentioned  food.

A  consignment  of  Yugoslavian  tinned  hams  was  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  department  for  examination,  92  tins,  weighing  950 
lbs.  were  found  to  be  “flat  sour”,  probably  due  to  inemcient 
processing.  One  tin  was  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Loboratory 
and  on  bacteriological  examination  specific  organisms  were 
isolated.  All  tins  previously  distributed  were  withdrawn,  land 
destroyed  under  supervision  on  the  refuse  tip.

Routine  visits  are  made  from  time  to  time  and  all  are 
satisfactory. 

Water  supply 

Routine  water  analysis  are  obtained  monthly  and  are 
satisfactory. 

Less  trouble  with  water  supply  was  experienced  during 
the  year,  most  mains  and  services  having  been  cleansed. 
“Rusty”  hot  water  due  to  action  of  the  soft  water  on  the  existing 
iron  boilers  is  cured  by  fitting  copper  or  suitably  treated  iron 
boilers.  One  undertaking  has  its  own  bore  hole  for  drinking 
purposes.  This  is  sampled  monthly  and  has  proved  satisfactory. 

Licenced  Premises 

Details  of  licenced  premises  were  submitted  to  the 
licencing  justices  early  in  the  year,  in  an  attempt  to  secure 
internal  conveniences  adequately  screened  and  equipped.  The 
matters  are  under  consideration  and  in  certain  cases  alterations 
are  in  progress.  The  essential  repair  work  was  all  done. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

There  was  an  increase  of  seventy  houses  during  the 
year  and  the  purchase  ol  another  vehicle,  allowed  for  in  the 
estimates,  was  deferred.  The  service  is  fully  employed  and 
illness  during  the  year  created  many  difficulties.  The  Thomas 
Street  tip  was  completed  and  tipping  was  commenced  on  the 
Station  Road  allotments.  A  tractor  with  digging  and  scraping 
attachments  was  purchased  and  the  resultant  economies  are  very 
encouraging.  This  is  coupled  with  a  more  efficient  tipping 
system  including  soil  covering  on  completion.  The  collection 
service  seems  to  have  reachd  the  point  of  diminishing  returns 
and  some  reorganisation  must  be  considered,  when  more  houses 
are  built.  Absence  ol  direct  supervision  due  to  prolonged 
illness  of  the  foreman  meant  that  I  had  tO'  deal  more  closely  with 
the  day  to  day  running  of  the  service  and  vehicle  repairs. 
Shortage  of  drivers  tended  to  increase  the  costs  and  reduce  the 
frequency  ol  collection.  One  driver  was  trained  and  passed  his 
test. 


The  purchase  of  an  electric  baling  press  has  provided  an 
incentive  to  salvage.  The  press  was  collected  and  installed  by 
the  department  and  if  it  could  be  worked  at  optumium  output 
could  show  a  substantial  profit.  This  level  is  unlikely  to  be 
achieved  since  the  optumium  depends  on  so  many  variables 
beyond  our  control.

The  comments  in  last  year’s  report  regarding  high  cost 
of  hand  levelling  are  confirmed  by  the  drop  in  cost  of  disposal 
of  a  little  over  20%. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your  support  during  the 
year,  and  Dr.  Cusiter  for  his  help  and  advice,  and  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  assistance  from  the  other  officers  and  staff 
of  the  Council.
